Strike of Chicago Inde- 
pendent Milk Producers 
Continues With Price 
Hike Imminent.

President Roosevelt stepped dra- 
matically into the Pennsylvania coal 
strike situation, ordering an investi- 
gation of the shooting of 16 persons 
and calling NRA leaders, coal opera- 
tors and union representatives to dis- 
cuss with him last night an immediate 
working code for the industry. 

Following the conference President 
Roosevelt issued a formal statement, 
jn which he asserted an agreement on 
the coal code is expected tonight. 

Sixteen men were shot and more 
than a score were beaten and stoned 
in rioting at Uniontown, Pa., as a 
mining holiday started in the south- 
western Pennsylvania coal fields. The 
clashes occurred as pickets tried to 
prevent men from entering the pits. 

Governor Pinchot, of Pennsylvania, 
called at the White House, while Gen- 
eral Hugh 8. Johnson, recovery ad- 
ministrator, hurried to Washington 
from New York. 

Federal agents were sent to the 
mines to co-operate with the gover- 
nor’s representatives in an investiga- 
tion. 

Pickets of the anthracite miners of 
Pennsylvania and members of the 
United Mine Workers of America en- 

aged in a hand-to-hand battle in 
forth Scranton, Pa. One man was 
injured, and 15 were given a police 
reprimand. 

On instructions from Governor 
Pinchot 19 officers and 345 national 
guardsmen late Thursday were order- 
ed to mobilize at Harrisburg in prep- 
aration for immediate movement to 
the soft coal strike area of southwest- 
ern Pennsylvania, 

Meanwhile the strike of silk 
workers in northern New Jersey con- 
tinued with scant hope of settlement 
until after hearings on the industry s 
code in Washington next week.

The grant will go to the construc- 
tion of 10 modern school buildings, all 
outside the city of Augusta.

An unidentified man was killed and 
State Senator Joel B. Mallett, of 
Jackson, was probably fatally injured 
early Thursday night in an automo- 
bile accident in Tallapoosa, in which 
several other persons were also hurt.

H. C. Pope, night chief of police 
of Tallapoosa, said he was holding 
White and Milligan in connection with 
the accident. He had made no charges 
against them but said the death car 
was being driven at a speed exceed- 
ing 60 miles per hour.

It sets a 1.7 cents a pound excise 
for Maryland tobacco, 2 cents for 
Burley, 4.2 cents for flue-cured, 2.9 
cents for fire-cured and 3 cents for 
cigar-leaf. : 

Georgia tobacco growers produce 
flue-cured leaf entirely. The 1933 
crop just recently sold pr ve 
60,000,000 pounds, one of the largest 
on record in the ope 


These rates are based on farm 
weights. For adjustments after 


second excise was re- 
store the weight the 
equivalent of farm weight. 

Therefore the farm weight rate quo- 
tation will be used primarily for com- 
puting the weight and tax at the time 
of processing, the actual point of tax 
liability, and to determine the tax to 
be charged against floor stocks already 
processed as the regulation becomes 
effective. Still another rate was 
quoted for leaf after it has been 
stemmed. 

When Maryland tobacco is process- 
ed, the measure of tax will be 18 
cents a pound, this additional one- 
tenth cent covering the loss from 
shrinkage after the tobacco is weigh- 
ed on the farm to the time p 
Whenever Maryland from which stem 
has been removed is processed the levy 
will be 2.4 cents.

| Onion. Soup Available 
Now in Canned Form. 


Onion soup, favorite food of the 
French gourmets and one of the na- 
tional dishes of that country, cele- 
brated the two-hundredth anniversary 
of its discovery a few days ago. In 
Hollywood a mammoth Breakfast was 
given in honor of the anniversary, 
with motion picture stars, film lumi- 
naries and many Hollywood residents 
in attendance. 

Simultaneously with the  celebra- 
tion came the announcement that the 
famous soup, for the first time, was 
available to American housewives in 
canned form. Kettles of it were used 
at the breakfast, prepared in the man- 
ner and containing all of the ingre- 
dients that has made it France’s fa- 
vorite. They were filled with crisp 
French fried onions, properly mixed 
' with beef broth and grated parmesan 
cheese. 

There is no other food that con- 
tains the twang and flavor of real 
‘onion soup. Men like it, particularly 
' those who learned to expect it as a 
part of their feasts while on leave in 
France during the war. It is a fa- 
vorite late night dish and a most de- 
sirable first course either for lunch- 
eon or dinner. But it has been neg- 
tected by our housewives because of 

time and trouble necessary to 
prepare it at home. 

The new canned soup, however, 
eliminates the difficulty of prepara- 
tion. It contains all of the ingre- 
dients of that so eagerly sought by 
French and Americans alike at Les 
Halles, the market place of Paris, and 
should prove a welcome addition to 
the pantry shelf. The canned soup is 
made by first French frying the shred- 
ded onions in butter. These are added, 
| with the cheese, 
a pint of rich beef stock has been 
poured. The can is then sealed so 
| that none of the flavor can escape and 
the soup is cooked right in the con- 
tainer. It requires only heating to 
be ready for serving. 

According to Hollywood as_ well 
as the dusty archives of the Paris 
libraries onion soup first came into 
prominence in the early eighteenth 
century when Alexandre Dumas in his 
Grand Dictionaire de Cuisine sug- 
gested it as an excellent food for 
sportsmen and hunters because of its 
nourishing value. During the French

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—(4)— 
Moving swiftly to remove obstacles 
from the recovery path, President 
Roosevelt today provided huge new 
credits for industry. 

_Chairman Jones, of the Reconstruc- 
tion Corporation, announced that as 
an aid and stimulant to the indus- 
trial recovery movement, the corpo- 
ration would make loans to banks 


and trust and mortgage companies at 
3 per cent interest, the money to be 


reloaned to business houses. The 
loans are to be for any part of six 
months. In addition, Jones said, the 
corporation would reduce, effective Oc- 
tober 1, its base lending rate from 
+ 1-2 per cent to 4 per cent. 

The opening of the R. F. C. vaults 

for loans to penete industry was de- 
signed to help business houses that 
desire to move along with the NRA 
program of higher wages and more 
employes but are financially unable 
to do so. Hugh 8S. Johnson, the re- 
covery administrator, has described 
it as the most potent present need 
of the recovery program. 
_ In announcing the new credit for 
industry, Jones forecast more ample 
assistance by the banks which offi- 
cials have said were not providing 
sufficient credit for industria] expan- 
sion. 


The plan provides that loans to 


| mortzage companies for more than six 


months, when properly secured, will 


| be made up to five times the cash or 
| sound capital of the company and will 
|carry an interest rate from the RK. 


F. C. of 4 per cent. 
Mortgage companies borrowing to 


relend will be required to charge fair 


rates to their borrowers. 


“A liberal use of the above plans, 
coupled with widespread co-operation 
by banks in supplementing the na- 
tions banking structure through the 
issuance of 5 per cent preferred stock 
to be sold to the R. F. C..” Jones 
said, “will naturally bring the banks 
in more effective assistance in the 
president’s recovery program.”

Murray, secretary, and Eleonore 
Raoul in connection with a new 
plan for the public in selecting its 
own candidates for office. 


POLITICS—A VOCATION OR AN 
AVOCATION. 


Should not politics be either a vo- 
cation or an avocation to every per- 
son who holds office, works for the 
government or votes? 


Legislative—An Avocation. 


Officials who are to pass our ordi- 
nances and plan our programs should 
kave duties similar to those of direc- 
tors of big corporations. Such offi- 
ciala should be rélieved of executing 
these’ plans, their duties should be 
wholly legislative. The time required 
should be consistent with continuing 
their private activities, and the po- 
sition should require little time dur- 
ing their business hours. Council 
meetings could he held in the eve-

nings, as they are in many _ cities. 
These officials should be elected and 
should follow politics as an avocation. 
Under our present plan of govern- 
ment, unfortunately, officials with a 
part-time salary, whose duties come 
aden the classification of legislative 
rather than administrative, must give 
too generously of their time and neg- 
lect. their own affairs if they do all 
required of them for the public. They 
are being given avocation pay, but 
vocational duties! This situation calls 
for the immediate attention of the 
public because it creates one of the 
greatest difficulties in securing busy, 
able men and women for candidates. 
Administrative—A Vocation. 
Administrative officials are those 
responsible for the execution of work. 
They should be appointed by the legis- 
lative officials and held © responsible 
for carrying out the program and 
policies. They should give their whole 
time, receive whole-time pay. making 
government their vocation. These of- 
ficials should be selected for their 
ttechnical skill and, if competent, 
should be permanently employed. It is 
not fair either to them or to the pub- 
lie to elect them. The seperation of 
legislative and administrative func- 
tions, in this manner, for local gov- 
ernment ig accepted by all authorities. 
The Voter. 


There is another class, much larger, 
which should also make an avocation, 
a hobby, of politics and this is’ the 
voting class. They should know some- 
thing about the fundamental principles 
of government, something about the 
broader issues and goals than those 
involved in an immediate election. 
They should realize that where there. 
is a privilege there is a duty, that 
the duty of the. voter is to read and 
think as. well as’ vote. 

_' Balance of Power. 

‘ An important point for good gov- 
ernment is whether or not the balance 
of power is held by the public-spirit- 
ed citizen who has a knowledge ‘of 
government and the real interests of 
the city at heart. When this situa- 
tion exists good government is bound 
to follow. 

The balance of power in our city. 
and county is pitifully small, because 
the total vote is'small. In view, how- 
ever, of its ivery smallness we may 
obtain startling results in a short 
time—even in the county eommission- 
ers’ primary in the spring of 1934— 
if the publie-spirited citizens will or- 
ganize. 

The plan described in the foregoing 
articles provides for an organization 
of a large enough group of voters to 
hold the balance of power in the in- 
terests of better government. It is 
hoped that thousands of voters in At- 
lanta and Fulton county will go to 
the polls, whether registered or not, 
on Wednesday, September 20, seek 
out the money chest on the league 
table and make a donation, in order 
that the plan being presented may 
take hold and be the Gapigaine of a 
néw deal for Atlanta and Fulton 
county.

Only today, in reminiscent mood, he 
was talking of them all, as he sat 
in his friendly little office. 

He spoke of Cleveland, and his 
pretty young bride. He recalled how 
McKinley dressed formally on all oc- 
casions, with long coattails full as 
skirts. And Theodore Roosevelt, he 
said, usually appeared as well-turned- 
out.as in the John Singer Sargent 
portrait in the hall. 

Hoover will go down as a man who 
might have collected huge sums for 
‘his. memoirs, but who valued his 
friendships more than money. 

He was talking of that today, too, 
when that old question was put: “Ike, 
why don’t you write your memoirs?” 

He recalled how he had been asked 
to write of White House romances, 
particularly that of President Wil- 
son.

during the past 100 years have sat 
in the editorial chair of the Christian 
Index.” 

History of the paper from the time 
of its founding in 1833 until now, and 
a list of editors of the paper were 
recited in Dr. Weaver's address. Of 
the group of 24 editors named, only 
four are living: I. J. Van Ness, 

J. W. Graham, Louie D. Newton 
and O. P. Gilbert. Other former 
editors were listed as Jesse Mercer, 
William H. Stokes, Joseph S. Ba- 
ker, John F. Dagg, T. D. Martin, 
Sylvanus Landrum, E. W. Warren, 
Joseph Walker, H. H. Tucker, David 
Shaver, David E. Butler, C. A. Nun- 
nally, M. B. Wharton, I. R. Branham, 
J. C. MeMicheal, T. P. Bell, James D. 
Knowles, Baron Stow and W. T 
Brantly Sr. The last three men were 
editors of the Columbian Star, from 
which sprang the first Christian In- 
dex. 

The first editorial of the Star, 
quoted by Dr. Weaver, said: “ ‘One 
main design is to render the paper an 
authentic seoerery of missionary and 
other religious intelligence. . . . While 
we hope to render our paper worthy 
of the patronage of Christians gen- 
erally, it is principally to our brethren 
of the Baptist communion we look for 
efficient co-operation and support.’ ” 
For a time, said Dr. Weaver, the 
paper was published in Philadelphia, 
during the rey of Dr. Brantly. 
A perusal of the files, he said, leads 
to the impression that the Columbian 


Star and the Christian Index was a 
southern Baptist paper published in a 
northern city for it contained more 
articles from the southern states than 
it did from the north. 

In the issue of June 29, 1833, Dr. 
Brantly announced the sale of the 
paper to Jesse Mercer and its removal 
to Washington, Ga., and the first issue 
appeared in the Georgia city on Sep- 
tember 14, 1833. 

Before luncheon telegrams were 
read from Dr. I. J. Van Ness, Nash- 
ville: Dr. B. J. W. Graham and Louie 
D. Newton, both of Atlanta, three 
former editors’ of the 100-year-old 
religious organ, telling of their ina- 
bility to be present. The president 
of the Southern Baptist convention 
and others wired greetings. 7 

The enforced absence of Drs. Ness 
and Graham almost wrecked the 
first half of the afternoon program, 
which was to include addresses from 
each. Dr. Gilbert filled the breech 
until the hour for the pageant, en- 
titled “A Century of Fulfillment,” 
written by Miss Lillian Lee, and pre- 
sented by local talent under the di- 
rection of Mrs. Henry C. Standard.

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Agreement Proposed by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Ap- 
proved at Valdosta. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Sept. 14.—(/)— 
A proposed marketing agreement by 
the secretary of agriculture was ap- 
proved here today by 75 per cent of 
naval stores men from six southern 
states. 

The agreement is for the purpose 
of controlling production and regulat- 
ing sales of the turpentine industry. 
No organization was formed~as pro- 
ducers are awaiting action by the de- 


partment of agriculture. 

The agreement now goes to the de- 
partment of agriculture after which a 
plan of operation will be formulated.

abandon the entire line, running 35 


miles from Elberton to Washington, 
Georgia. 

In their application the receivers 
said the company was wholly in- 
solvent and had failed to earn any 
money for several years prior to en- 
tering the receivership. 

The abandonment is sought, the re- 
ceivers said, with a view of a fore- 
closure sale free from any obligation 
upon the part of the purchaser to 
operate the road. 

Depletion of timber supplies, and 
competition from busses, trucks and 
automobiles was said to have led to 
the road’s troubles.

ATHENS, Ga., Sept. 14-—Dan 
Magill, for many years connected 
with the Athens Banner-Herald and 
for the last five years its managing 
editor, announces that at an early 
date he will begin publication of a 
weekly newspaper in Athens to be 
known as ‘ Georgia Democrat.” 

_Mr. Magill is reeognized in Geor- 
gia newspa circles as a vigorous 
writer and an experienced news 
gatherer. He entered newspaper work 
in 1919, shortly after sporgytarom, Hggper 
France, where he was a member of 
the A. BE. F. His first newspaper 
work was with the Athens Herald, 
becoming ite managing editor in 
1920. Later on, after a few months 
with the Atlanta Journal, Magill re- 
turned to Athens and became city 
editor of the Athens Daily News, 
joining the Banner-Herald staff about 
a year after the consolidation of the 
Athens Banner and Athens Herald, 
owned by the late Bowdre Phinizy, 
of Augusta. Magill is an alumnus of 
Mercer and the University of Geor- 
gia, and a former associate editor of 
the Georgia Alumni Record. He is a 
son of J, T. Magill, of Hartwell, at 
one time co-publisher of the Hartwell 
Sun with the late John H. Magill, 
of Atlanta. 

For Roosevelt Ideas. 

Commenting on the policies of the 
Georgia Democrat, Magill said: 

“The Democrat will, of course, in- 
terest itself particularly in. assem- 
‘bling and printing the news of the 
Athens territory, but we expect to 
carry news and editorials relating to 
the social, economic and political 
life of the entire state. For instance, 
there are certain ideas, or tendencies, 
manifesting themselves in Georgia 
politics right now to which we are 
opposed, and which we expect to 
fight. 

“The Democrat will heartily pump 
for the Roosevelt economic and po- 
litical ideas, believing that the form 
which government takes does not 


: 


matter, as long as the le can 
change it when they feel like it. Gov- 
ernment must be judged by the re- 
sults. It’s mighty fine to praise Jef- 
fersonianism, states’ rights, etc., but 
you can’t eat t things. 

“No sane person would advocate 
making one horse pull all the load. 
We must diversify our taxes so that 
they won't hit any person, or group, 
more than another. But let’s not fall 
for this ballyhoo about ‘cutting taxes 
to the bone,’ thus endangering our 
public services, especially at a time 
when we are prosperous, as we hope 
to be in a few months. I have ob- 
served that the fellow who yells the 
loudest about high taxes ustially hasn‘t 
a dime. In many instances the fellow 
who has to pay the most taxes is 
more cheerful about it than the fellow 
who pays $1 poll tax. And yet the 
$1 fellow may have a house full of 
children who are being sent to school 
with public funds raised by taxation. 

Views on Taxes. 

“Right now in Georgia there is a 
great deal of clamor against ‘high 
taxes,’ despite the fact that taxes have 
been reduced repeatedly in the depres- 
sion, and tax digests have shrunk,. 
thus further curtailing our public reve- 
nues. What is going to happen to our 
schools, our departments of health, 
and other such agencies if revenues 
continue to shrink? Salaries of pub- 
lic employes will be further reduced 
in the face of rising costs for food, 
clothing and rent. Do we want to 
make a pauper class out of our pub- 
lic employes? The ‘big boys’ on the 
public pay rolls will be provided for, 
of course. Their salaries will be ‘ar- 
ranged.’ I am thinking of the coun- 
try school teacher without political 
power, and of the city employe who 
has a family to keep on a miserable 
salary. Are we going to force down 
their pay still further, while the pay 
of everyone else is presumably going 
up, thus reducing their efficiency and 
placing a strain upon their loyalty 
to the public service?

For Paving Payments 
DALTON, Ga. 14.—A 
suit inst the Ham Street 
Meth ehurch for its paving as- 
sessments has been filed by the city 
of Dalton, it was learned at the

According to G. W. Keister, city 
clerk, the church has refused to pay 
even the first installment on its 
paving assessment, although every 
other chu ch in the city has met 
their installments. 

“We are not selling the church 
for public improvements as ac- 
cused,” stated Mayor McAfee. “We 
have given this church every oppor- 
tunity to make some of their pay- 
ments, but they have refused to pay 
even one. If we do not get the 
money, the ‘taxpayers will have to 
shoulder the burden. This means 
that the members of other churches 
which have paid their assessments 
will have to pay part of the Hamil- 
ton Street church’s assessments. 
This would not be right. The bonds 
are in the hands of innocent pur- 
chasers, who would have to suffer 
if the bids vere defaulted. This we 
could not allow.” 

A committee from the church 
asked council for further time. They 
were given two weeks to make their 
first payment before levy is made. 


TAK RATE AT ALBANY 
INGREASED 1 1-2 MILLS 


ALBANY, Ga., Sept. 14.—A mill- 
and-a-half hike in the city tax rate 
for 1983—bringing the total millage 
to 14—was approved by city commis- 
sioners Tuesday night, when the 
municipal governing body met in a 
tax-fixing session. The new rate re- 
places a 121-2-mill levy which pre- 
vailed in 1932. 


The mill-and-a-half increase is made 
in the sinking fund levy, a five-mill 
levy in 1982 providing inadequate 
revenue for the retirement of public 
improvement bonds of $280,000 due 
between the years 1941 and 1945. 
In addition to these bonds, the city 
is retiring $22,000 worth of bonds on 
even years and $17,000 on odd years. 


Although the rate for 1933 has 
been raised slightly, taxpayers will 
be called on to pay a smaller tax 
bill than they did last year, the tax 
budget estimating the bill at $123.- 
000 as compared to $128,000 in 1932. 

As has been the case for the last 
several years, no levy was made for 
general purposes, the operating cost 
of the city being paid from revenue 
derived from the sale of public utili- 
ties. It was estimated last night that 
expenditures of the city of Albany 
will be $292,377.46 during 1933, with 
utilities bringing in a_ revenue of 
$286,052.73. This will create an ap- 
proximate deficit of %6,000, which 
will be taken out of the city’s sur- 
plus. 

The tax budget estimates a return 
of $66,272 from the school levy. The 
1932 levy resulted in taxes of $76,- 
981. The decline is made by a de- 
crease in the valuation of city prop- 
erty. While a decline is noted here, 
the contrary is true in the sinking 
fund total. Money put into the sink- 
ing fund in 1982 was $51,320, but 
will reach $57,436 this year. 

Despite the increase voted last 
eyening, the city tax rate is still five 
and a half mills under the 1929 rate 
of 191-2 mills, or $19.50 on $1,000. 
In 1930 the rate was reduced to 17 
mills, was scaled down to 14 mills in 
1931, and reached the low level of 
121-2 mills in 1932,

The official ginning report for Thom- 
as county, as of September 1 shows 
that from the crop of 1933 to the first 
of this month 4,349 bales of cotton 
had been ginned. This compares with 
1.686 bales ginned to September 1, 
1932, and indicates that despite the 
fact Thomas county planters destroy- 
ed hundreds of acres of cotton under 
the government’s cotton acreage re- 
duction _. the crop of 1933 will 
be one of the largest in several years. 


Ginning in Colquitt. 


MOULTRIE, Ga., Sept. 14.—The 
gins of Colquitt county had turned 
out a total of 9,823 bales of cotton 
rior to September 1, according to 
igures just released by the census 
bureau. This compares with 4,154 
bales ginned prior to the same date 
a year ago.

UIEUT ORAYED 


Legal Tangle Still Holds 
Up Bulk of Georgia 
Projects. 


@WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—~Al- 
though approving an allotment of 
$710,000 for new schools at Augusta, 
the federal board for public works at 
its meeting today failed to take up 
proposals for solution of the legal 
tangle holding up final action on the 
bulk of projects that have been sent 
up from Georgia for treatment. 

The Augusta project calls for a 
system of new high schools as out- 
lined in an application recently rec- 
ommended by the Georgia public 
works board, headed by Thomas Jef- 
ferson Hamilton, editor of the Au- 
gusta Chronicle. It represents the 
largest project yet adopted for the 
state, 

In approving the application § the 
federal board here provided that 30 


per cent of the cost of labor and ma- 
terials going into the schools would 
be treated as a grant from the gov- 
ernment. 

Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury L. W. Robert, of Atlanta, one 
of the members of the national pub- 
lic works board, explained that Au- 
gusta was able to get the application 
approved because of a bond issue pre- 
viously arranged and within the 
bounds of the city’s borrowing power. 


The difficulty with the state gov- 
ernment and most of the counties and 
municipalities of the state lies in the 
fact that they already have exhausted 
their legal borrowing power under pro- 
visions of the state constitution. 

Legal heads of the public works ad- 
ministration have found that no au- 
thority exists for the state and many 
of the counties and municipalities in- 
creasing their bonded indebtedness 
without a new constitutional amend- 
ment. With a view of correcting this 
situation proposals have been ad- 
vanced for drawing up a leasing sys- 
tem by which the government would 
undertake to build some of the proj- 
ects, retaining title and leasing them 
to the political subdivisions involved 
pending removal of the legal obstacles 
against increased bonded  indebted- 
ness, 

The leasing proposal was scheduled 
to come up for discussion before the 
federal board at its meeting today but 
other problems consumed the entire 
time. It was explained also that at- 
torneys for the public works admin- 
istration have not yet perfected de- 
tails of the leasing proposal. 

Assistant Secretary Robert said he 
hoped to have the Georgia question 
taken up and disposed of at the next 
board meeting, which has been set 
for Tuesday. Until the tangle is 
ironed out to the satisfaction of the 
public works legal department here 
it is considered unlikely that final ac- 
tion will be taken on the Atlanta sew- 
age application or the other projects 
advanced by the state government. 

Outside of Augusta, it was said 
that Savannah is the only other major 
city of the state which is in position 
to receive favorable action on a pub- 
lie works application pending solution 
of the main Georgia snarl. The city 
was reported to be able to present 
bonds of approximately $2,000,000 as 
collateral for federal funds, represent- 
me the extent of borrowing power un- 
exhhusted.

Nation’s Good First. 

The government told Cuba flatly it 
will make individual rights secondary 
to what it considers the nation’s good, 
phrasing the fifth point of the gov- 
ernment plan: 

“Since the provisional government 
truly would be at fault if it aban- 
doned the guarantees that (possession 
of) the power carries with it to dan- 
gerous aspirations, temporarily it will 
make individual rights secondary to a 
regime of government fiscalization.” 


The first point of the program em- 
bodied a pledge to carry out to the 
fullest the regime’s announced policy 
of intense nationalism. 

“The provisional government will 
maintain above all else absolute inde- 
pendence and national sovereignty, the 
principle of free determination of the 
people in its interior conflicts and the 
principle of juridical equality of 
states,” the government declared. 

Other Points Outlined. 

Other points in the program bound 
the regime to: 

1. Seek international harmony and 
‘the most perfect adjustment of politi- 
cal and economic interests of Cuba to 
the reciprocal interests of other coun- 
tries,” fulfilling Cuba’s international 
agreements. 

2. Call elections as soon as possible 
for the constitutional convention 
which will have power to supervise 
procedure of the provisional govern- 
ment, and make preparations for the 
choice of its successor, 

3. Organize courts to try all per- 
sons accused of crimes or offenses un- 
der the “tyrannical regime” of Presi- 
dent Gerardo Machado. 

4, Protect property against illegal 
expropriation. 

Meantime, the heavily armed offi-

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MAYOR ASKS WAGE HIKES. 

The reconrmendation of the 

mayor that a considerable per cent 
of the wage cuts which the munici- 
pal government has had to put into 
effect during the past year be re- 
stored will undoubtedly meet with 
general approval. 
The move will not only be in 
keeping with the spirit of the na- 
tonal recovery program but with 
the desire of the people of the city 
that the municipal employes be 
given remuneration liberally in line 
with the service they render. 

In order that the budget might 
be balanced and to enable the city 
to borrow the money on which to 
operate, it was necessary last fall 
and during the early months of this 
year to put the knife sharply to 
municipal salaries and wages. 

No city official regretted this 
economy move more than Mayor 
Key, because of the hardship it 
undoubtedly caused many of the 
city’s 2,500 employes, but he sup- 
ported it because it was the only 
way in which the city’s credit 
could be protected. 

The mayor evidently thinks that 
it is now possible to restore some 
of these cuts without endangering 
the city’s finances, and, as was to 
be expected, he suggests to coun- 
cil that this action be taken. 

The statement of the mayor that 
the proposed step ‘‘would be a fine 
measure of justice to those city 
employes who have carried on with 
reduced forces, but with increased 
efficiency, and be a measure of real 
justice to them, and at the same 
time the city would be co-operating 
with the NRA and adding that much 
to the purchasing power of the 
community,” typifies the true spirit 
of the recovery program. It should 
be followed not only in the con- 
duct of the municipal government, 
but of every business establishment 
in the city. 

The mayor's suggestion will first 
be considered by the finance com- 
mittee of council and then go to 


council, which will undoubtedly be 
guided by the committee’s decision. 
If the committee finds it possible 
to recommend the wage hike, and 
still be able to keep expenditures 
within the municipal budget, its ac- 
tion will be universally conmmended. 


SCIENCE WINS AGAIN. 


Another victory for science is 
recorded in the report from St. 
Louis of definite evidences that the 
intense campaign of the past few 
weeks against the sleeping sickness 
epidemic is meeting with success, 
both new cases and deaths per day 
having dropped to approximately a 
half of those reported during the 
peak of the epidemic. 

Not since the days of the first 
“flu” epidemic during the war has 
there been a more concentrated 
drive by science on a disease, the 
cause and origin of which was not 
known. The United States health 
service, the experts of noted medi- 
cal institutions and local physicians 
have united in an intensive study 
of the disease which for weeks 
spread so rapidly in the St. Louis- 
Kansas City area as to be a menace 
to the entire country. 

Not yet has the sleeping sick- 
ness germ been fully isolated, nor 
the sources from which it springs 
been discovered, but its habitat in 
the human body is now known and 
fairly effective preventative and 
curative treatments have been de- 
veloped.

danger now that the disease which 
might have scourged the nation as 
did the “flu” epidemics of a decade 
and a half ago will spread beyond 
the localities which have suffered 
from it during the past month or so. 


A WAF:NING TO KIDNAPERS. 


The capture; prompt trial and 
long sentence given to William De- 
linski for the abortive effort to 
kidnap John K. Ottley is fair warn- 
ing to kidnapers that they have but 
little chance of success in this sec- 
tion, and that, when captured, jus- 
tice will be meted out to them 
speedily and sternly. 

Had Delinski not been captured, 
or had he been let off with a light 
sentence, an open invitation would 
have existed to more experienced 
and dangerous criminals to attempt 
their depredations in Atlanta. No 
well-to-do resident of the city would 
have been free of constant danger 
from the desperate men who re- 
sort to kidnaping as a method to 
extort large sums of money from 
those they pick as victims. 

Chief Sturdivant is to be com- 
mended for the vigorous and effi- 
cient manner in which he traced 
Delinski to Texas and there ar- 
rested him, and Judge Humphries 
was wise in giving the convicted 
man a sentence Sufficiently severe 
to discourage further attempts in 
this section at this particularly 
cruel type of crime. 

The Delinski case is the first 
time that a serious effort at kid- 
naping has been attempted in At- 
lanta, and the efficient work of the 
police and the courts is assurance 
that it will be a long time before 
another such attempt will be made 
in this community. 


REPEAL ROLLS ON. 


With four: states—Maine, Mary- 
land, Minnesota and Colorado— 
added to the roll of those which 
have already voted for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment the total 
now stands at 29—only seven short 
of the necessary 36, 

That total will be reached on No- 
vember 7, when, following four 
earlier votes, six states hold their 
referendums and the end of the pro- 
hibition era will come when the 
ratifying conventions act, which will 
be during the early part of Decem- 
ber.

_ Thus only three states will be 
necessary to bring about repeal 
when on November 7 North Caro- 
lina, Ohio, Pennsylvania, South Car- 
Olina, Utah and Kentucky hold their 
referendums. 

With Maine, the birthplace of 
prohibition in America, and Minne- 
sota, where lives Andrew Volstead, 
the father of the enforcement act, 
both joining in the repeal parade, it 
is practically certain that the eight- 
eenth amendment will be removed 
from the constitution by a unani- 
mous vote of the. states that hold 
referendums. 

The public revulsion to the pro- 
hibition laws has been more sweep- 
ing than even the most ardent re- 
peal leaders realized some months 
ago. As the states, one by one, 
and r@presenting every section of 
the country, went into the repeal 
column, the new public attitude be- 
came apparent. Even now, how- 
ever, many of the repeal leaders are 
undoubtedly as surprised as the 
drys at the overwhelming results in 
such states as Maine, Indiana, Ala- 
bama and lowa. 

The people of the country have 
reached the conclusion that the 
eighteenth amendment was a disas- 
trous mistake—doing more harm to 
the cause of real temperance and to 
law and order—and have made up 
their minds to rectify that mistake 
in a manner which cannot be mis- 
understood.

Land of contrasts. Eighty miles 
north of Moscow they are hunting 
grizzly bears at the present moment. 
In the North Cancasus, J just read 
a child was killed by a stampede of a 
camel caravan, I visited a new museum 
this morning, a marvelous building, 
the latest word in building technique, 


and my feet got stuck in ‘the mud out- 
side, as a heavy rain had been fall- 
ing.

Sev- 
eral boat-restaurants have made their 
appearance in the Moskva river this 
summer, where gay times with danc- 
ing and jazz music can be had, but 
the cost of entertainment is prohibi- 
tive to a foreigner like myself, who 
must change dollars into roubles. 
The boats are crowded with soviet 
citizens from 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon till far into the night. Wondrous- 
ly fine machines are installed in the 
factories, but they don’t turn out any 
article of practical daily use. That 
is to come later. People have piles of 
money, but there isn’t anything to buy 
in the line of luxuries. Light industry 
is only beginning to function. Some 
of the courtyards in Moscow are in- 
credibly dirty, but a cop made me 
pick up a cigaret butt which I flung 
away on the street. A group of actors 
was telling me that they haven't had 
any new clothes for years, yet the 
theaters of Russia are the most inter- 
esting and the most artistically per- 
fect in the world. 
The government has had several of- 
fers from foreign capitalists to build 
a light industry but they have stead- 
fastly refused. “Our people must do it 
themselves. Else it is without value,” 
was the reply. Every policeman is 
armed in Russia, and large sections of 
the workers, yet the statistics for 
violent deaths show this country at 
the bottom of the list. My plus-fours 
were a general source of hilarity on 
the main streets of Moscow until a 
day when I put on a pair of sun 
glasses and amusement changed to 
gaping admiration. Moscow is a city 
of workers, but it opened 175 beauty 
parlors in the course of the last year.

News Behind the News

INFLATION WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Mr. Roosevelt has not 

been his usual jovial self the last few days. Call- 
ers have found him devoid of jokes and smiles for the first time 
since he took office. : 

The inside on that is the inflationists are turning on the heat. 
Some are acting openly, but more are pushing undercover. Con- 
gressmen, party leaders and the farm crowd in considerable num- 
bers are agitating every way they can. The result is terrific pres- 
sure on the White House, 

They have the president worried because he does not want to be 
hurried into anything he will regret. He must bear the entire re- 
sponsibility for the extent and method, 


BEARING DOWN To give you an idea what the pressure 
amounts to: 

A party leader called at the White House within the past few 
days and told the president confidentially: “If you do not choose 
your own inflation method before January, congress will do it for 
you. It will force issuance of greenbacks. The time for you to act 
is within the next few weeks.” 

A common movement has been started in South Carolina which 
is supposed to have the. approval of Senator Smith, one of the many 
fathers of the farm bill. The inflationist aspects of the movement 
will be apparent shortly, if they are not already. 

A radical farm leader addressed an lowa farm meeting, demand- 
ing resignation of Secretary Wallace because Wallace had “turned 
his back on inflation.” No eggs were thrown at the leader. 

Senator Pat Harrison, a conservative, came all the way from 
Mississippi to advocate a moderate inflation openly on the White 
House doorstep. 


PROSPECTS 


The basic truth seems to be the president is not 
| very keen for any of the inflation methods pro- 
posed so far. HiS advisers all tell him benefits would be largely 
psychological, rather than economic. Also, if he gives in to pres- 
sure now, the same crowd will be yelling for another hypodermic 
the first time they begin to feel badly again. . 

Of all methods proposed, dollar devaluation and the commodity 
dollar idea linked together seem to be least objectionable. | 

Unquestionably that will be the general line along which the 
president will ultimately take us. Meanwhile, he hates to be pushed. 


ALTERNATIVES The big question underneath is whether the 


devalued-commodity dollar woud do the 

farmer much good. It would fix him up on debts. But the presi- 
dential advisers seem to agree it would not cure the price dis- 
parity between the things he must buy and sell. Some believe it 
would be far better to do a Ititle arbitrary price guaranteeing on 
farm products until they can catch up. 

Also that artificial government stimulation of the building and 
capital goods industries would do more than money tampering. 

Another thing to be considered is the whole economic struc- 
ture now rests in part.on the expectation of inflation. The -public 
mind has been educated to it. Commodity and stock prices are 
based largely on the anticipation of it. So is commercial selling. 

These considerations would not loom so large except that the 
farm program is not doing what its sponsors hoped. The official 
administration figures show we have progressed only one-third of 
the way back to the 1914 parity of agricultural purchasing power. 
We have two-thirds of the way left. 

And during the last few weeks, the failure to progress further 
has at least been noticeable. 


CLIQUES Mr. Roosevelt has been advised confidentially to clean 
out the clique in the state department. He has been 
told it could be done by the transfer of four key men. 

That is an optimistic view. 

‘Probably every president since Washington has wanted to do 
something about it, or about the similar inner understanding which 
is supposed to exist among naval admirals and army officials. Noth- 
ing has ever been done. 

Mr. Hoover was the last one to try it. The admirals singed his 
hair opposing his economy program. He was never able to get any- 
thing on them. 

No such important clash of views has yet arisen between Mr. 
Roosevelt and the state department fraternity. Also he has several 
other matters to think about right-now.

All marriages are ‘‘mixed marriages.” 

They mix two families as dissimilar as heat and cold and two sexes 
that differ as completely as black and white. 

The wonder is not that a few fail, but that any succeed, 

Suppose that a man and woman of the same social group, having 
similar backgrounds and a common religion, meet as strangers and 
marry within the hour. What is their chance of success? 

Nothing less than a miracle could make their mating a happy one. 

Good breeding and good sportsmanship might prompt them to be 
courteous and considerate. They might be patient and kind, and for 
pride’s sake live in harmony. 

But a perfect union requires more than that. They would not be 
one in spirit. The individual traits of each would seem faults to the 
other. Each would be offended by the other’s tastes. Each would dis- 
cover in the other certain mannerisms and opinions and habits and phy- 
sical peculiarities that shocked or repelled him or grated on his nerves. 

Without the miracle, no two strangers could long endure one an- 
other’s faults in the enforced intimacy of marriage. 

What greater chance of happiness have any two people who marry 
without love? Very little. 

Though they have known one another for years, and despite their 
mutual respect and similarity of taste and training, the unprecedented 
intimacy of marriage will reveal peculiarities and faults whose power to 
irritate is magnified by repetition, and the end will be disaster. The 
only alternative is a life of hidden feeling, suppressed opinion and mu- 
tual toleration that preserves the form of marriage and violates the 
spirit. 

. Despite the cynics and the scientists, the only bond that can make 
the endless intimacy of marriage endurable is the mystery and miracle 
of love. 

Love sees no faults, takes no offense, is faithful through all adver- 
sity, and makes no demands, It is the only thing that can make the 
ordinary faulty mortal seem adorable. :

They might as well join the church, without any faith in religion, 
and expect their membership to transform them into saints,

FARMERS AIDED 


~ BY FOOD PRICES 


Growers Coting Benefit 
of Extra Money Con- 
sumer Is Paying Out. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.-—()— 
A study of food prices during the 
first months of the recovery -program 
has convinced Dr. Fred C. Howe, con- 
sumers’ counsel of the agricultural 
adjustment administration, that “gen- 
erally farmers are getting the bene- 
fit of the extra money that consumers 
are paying out.” 

In the first issue of the “Consum- 
ers’ Guide to Retail Prices,” to be 
published bi-weekly to protect the 
public against exorbitant costs, Dr. 
Howe said today prices for farm prod- 
ucts had increased 47 per cent from 
February 15 to August 15, while the 
cost of articles the farmer had to pur- 
chase had advanced 11 per cent. 

“While we have reduced the gap 
between. these two prices,” he added, 


“we are still a long way from our 
goal of parity in prices for farmers. 

“If the extra dollars and cents that 
consumers are asked to pay do not 
go to the farmers at a faster rate 
than increases occur in prices of com- 
modities farmers buy, we will lose out 
in our race for parity.” 

The consumers’ counsel explained 
that on February 15, the index num- 
ber of wha¢ the farmer received for 
his products was 49, but was 101 for 
what he had to pay out. On August 
15, the index number of f&rm prices 
was 72 against 112 for what he pur- 
chased. The average from 1909-14 
was takea as 100, 

Dr. Howe warned that if improved 
prices are not maintained on products 
over which there is no control as to 
production and marketing “it may be 
necessary to extend control arrange- 
ments” to them. He added that’ “for 
this reason we are watching every 
move of these prices.” 

A list of cities was made public in 
which the various products were said 
to have sold on August 15, for the 
highest figure in all of the 41 mnu- 
nicipalities studied in compiling the 
report. Dr. Howe asserted that “con- 
sumers there might well ask their dis- 
tributors why they must pay more 
than consumers pay elsewhere for 
these essentials.’ 

The product and the city in which 
it was said to be sold for the highest 
price were announced as follows: 

Butter, Portland, Maine; cheese, 
Bridgeport, Conn.; milk, Bridgeport 
and New Haven; eggs, Boston; chick- 
ens, Washington, D. C.; leg of lamb, 
Cincinnati; pork chops, Los Angeles 
and San Francisco; flour, Philadel- 
phia; lard, San Francisco; potatoes 
and rice, Dallas; prunes, Springfield, 
Ill.; canned peas, No. 2, Bridgeport; 
bread, Scranton.

administration. 
ring the 30-day trial period, the 
farm administration will collect évi- 
dence from the books of distributors 
on which to base final retail milk 
prices. If, however, no satisfactory 
retail schedule can be worked out, the 
final agreement will set only maxi- 
mum figures for the protection of the 
consumer. 

Persistent trouble over milk agree- 
ments already in effect, particularly 
in Philadelphia and Chicago, led to 
the change of policy. 

The announcement said that — the 
agreements already in effect, includ- 
ing Philadelphia, would be reviewed in 
the light of the new policy. 

The procedure will be applied first 
in the case of the Georgia agreement 
which has been sent to Atlanta for 
signature.

Members of the Georgia Pure Milk 
League Thursday night unanimously 
approved and signed the milk agree- 
ment sent to Georgia by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace for the signa- 
ture of the milk-producing groups.

WIN SECOND, 4-3 


Bruins Cut New York’s 
Lead to 5 1-2 Games. 
Hartnett Hero. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—(#)—The 
Cubs warmed up a scanty array of 
shivering fans today by putting on a 
stirring ninth-inning rally to defeat 
the league-leading New York Giants, 
4 to 3, in what started out to be 
the first game of a_ louble-header 
but wound up as a single contest. 

The only victory gave Chicago sole 
possession of second place and re- 
duced New York’s lead in the Na- 
tional league race to 5 1-2 games. 
The Pittsburgh Pirates, kept idle by 
rain, dropped to third, a half game 
behind the Cubs. 


After playing through an hour of 
misty rain and cold that stiffened 
fingers and contributed to errors, it 
was decided that one game was 
eneugh and the second game was put 
off to make part of a double-header 
Saturday. The clubs already have a 
double bill scheduled for tomorrow. 

HARTNETT WINS. 

Goining into the ninth trailing 2-3 
because Second Baseman Billy Her- 
man fumbled in the seventh to give 
the Giants two runs and the lead, 
the Cubs opened up against Fred 
Fitzsimmons and filled the bases with 
none out. Gabby Hartnett then drove 
home the tying and winning runs 
with a single to center. 

Pat Malone, who succeeded Char- 
ley Root after the latter had given 
way to a pinch hitter in the eighth, 
drew credit for his ninth victory of 
the season. It was Fitzsimmons’ 
eleventh defeat. 

Riggs Stephenson started Fitz’s 
downfall in the ninth with a single 
to right. Babe Herman, who was 
benched Sunday for his defensive 
lapses, batted for Frank Demaree 
and lammed the first pitch for a 
double down the right-field line, send- 
ing Stevie to third. After a con- 
sultation, it was decided to walk 
Adolph Camilli, the young first-sack- 
er whose timely hits have won two 
games for the Cubs in his first week 
in the majors. This set the stage 
for Hartnett’s blow. George Davis, 
Giant center fielder, tried to cut 
Herman off at the plate but his 
throw hit the Babe on the back as 
he slid under Gus Mancuso’s glove 
with the winning run. 

CUBS SCORE TWO. 

The Cubs picked up their first two 
runs in the third, a donation from 
Manager Bill Terry, of the Giants. 
Bill Jurges started with a _ single. 
Root, attempting to sacrifice, popped 
to the mound and _ (Fitzsimmons 
trapped the ball, hoping for a double 
play. Terry took his throw, stepped 
on the bag first to retire Root, but’ 
Jurges managed to duck back safely. 
He then went to third on Stan 
Hack’s single and scored on Bill 
Herman’s base hit. Hack scored later 
on a fumble by Blondy Ryan. 

The Giants got a run back in the 
fourth as Hughey Critz led off with 
a single and Terry doubled to bring 
him in. They took the lead in the 
seventh when singles by Dav. and 
Pinch Hitter Frank O’Doul, plus an 
infield out, put runners on second and 
third and Herman’s fumble of Ryan's 
grounder let them both score. 

The victory was the Cubs’ 44th in 
their last 52 home games, their 52nd 
in 68 games at Wrigley field and 
their seventh in a row over’ the 
Giants in Chicago.

NATIONAL GETS 
OPENING GAME 


By Paul Mickelson, 


CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—(4)—Base- 
ball’s big show, the 1933 World Se- 
ries, will open Tuesday, October 3, 
at the park of the National league 
champions, presumably the New 
York Giants, with sell outs expected 
for every game at the old price scale. 

The opening date, six days later 
than the start of last year’s autumnal 
classic, was agreed upon today at a 
meeting of interested officials before 
Baseball Commissioner Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis. Figuring the Giants 
and Washington Senators were as 
good as “in,” 23 eligible players and 
two coaches were named for each of 
the clubs, 

DETAILS COMPLETED. 


Details of the schedule were ap- 
proved as follows on the assumption 
that the Giants and Senators would 
meet : : 

First and second games at Polo 
Grounds Tuésday and Wednesday, Oc- 
tober 3 and 4. 

Third, fourth and fifth games at 
Washington Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday, October 5 to 7 

Sixth and seventh games, if neces- 
sary, at Polo Grounds Sunday and 
Monday, October 8 and 9. 

All games will start at 1:30 p. m., 
eastern standard time, unless a Sun- 
day game is necessary at New York, 
where because of the Sunday church 
law, no game can be started before 
2p. m. In case of a postponement, 
the schedule Will proceed a day late. 
Because of the short journey between 
the two cities, no days off will be 
given for traveling. 

Tickets will be sold on the basis 
of boxes, $6.60; reserved grand stand, 
$5.50; pavilion seats at Washington 
and upper deck grand stand seats at 


the Polo Grounds, $3.30, and bleacher 


seats, $1.10. 

Reserved seats will be sold in cus- 
tomary blocks for the full series of 
games expected at each park although 
Commissioner Landis pointed out that 
each club was permitted to sell single 
reserved tickets if they so desired. 
However, with tickets selling fast, 
no need for single seat sales was ex- 
pected. Bleacher seats, as usual, will 
be sold on the day of each game. 

THREE REPRESENTED. 

The two secretaries for the Giants 
and Senators, James Tierney, of New 
York, and Edward B. Eynon Jr., of 
Washington, were confident of capac- 
ity crowds. Secretary Eynon said 
enough requests already had been re- 
ceived to insure a full crowd at Wash- 
ington. Griffith stadium will hold 
35,000 spectators with the addition 
of 1,000 “circus” seats and permis- 
sion was sought to sell 3,000 more 
admission tickets for standing room. 
Secretary Tierney, superstitious about 
discussing the World Series until the 
Giants clinch the National league pen- 
nant, said he was confident of a sell 
out, placing the seating capacity of 
the Polo Grounds at 50,000. 

Only three clubs, the Giants, Sen 
ators and Chicago Cubs, were repre- 
sented at today’s meeting in addition 
to the two league presidents, John 
Heydler of the National, and Will 
Harridge, of the American. William 
S. Veeck, president of the Cubs, rep- 
resented the 1932 champions. 
New York Yankees weren’s considered 
in the American league pennant race, 
but the Cubs and Pittsburgh Pirates, 
both retaining a mathematical chance 
for the National league flag, were list- 
ed in another probable World Series 
schedule. 

If either the Cubs or Pirates win. 
the series would open a day later, 
Wednesday, October 4. If Pittsburgh 
should win, the series would be re- 
sumed at Washington on Friday, Sat- 
urday and Sunday; if the Cubs win, 
the series at Washington would be re- 
sumed a day later to allow for travel- 
ing time. 

The only surprise player named 
among the eligibles was the veteran 
Alex B. McColl, of the Senators. Me- 
Coll, a 39-year-old right-hander with 
experience limited almost strictly to 
minor league warfare, joined the Sen- 
ators last August, pitching his first 
game as a relief hurler August 27. 

Each team was allowed two coaches. 
Nick Altrock and Al Schacht, of 
Washington, and Thomas Clarke and 
Frank Snyder for the Giants.

Champion’s Defeat Cli- 
maxes Day of Startling 
Upsets in“Amateur.

_ KENWOOD COUNTRY CLUB, 
CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 14.—(4)— 
The forward surge of American golf- 
ing youth brought the national ama- 
teur golf championship back home to- 
day as William Lawson Little Jr., of 
San Francisco, son of a United States 
army colonel, dethroned C. Ross 
(Sandy) Somerville, of Canada. 

As the climax to a day of astound- 
ing golf, punctuated by a cloudburst 
that nearly washed the competitors 
off the Kenwood course; the 23-year- 
old western star eliminated the de- 
fending champion, 2 to 1, in their 36- 
hole quarter-final match. 

Little’s victory furnished the crown- 
ing upset as three American youths, 
averaging less than 22 years of age, 
fought their way into the semi-final 
round along with a sole survivor of 
the “old guard.” 

MARSTON WINS. 


Max R. Marston, 41-year-old ex- 
champion from Philadelphia, who held 
the title back in 1923. alone with- 
stood the youthful onslaught over the 
rainsoaked course as he conquered 
Sidney W. Noyes Jr., of New York, 
former Yale star, 1 up, in a spectac- 
ular match that went to’the 38th 
hole for a decision. 

Marston’s comeback. after being 
nearly counted “out” as a champion- 
ship contender, will carry him into 
the semi-finals tomorrow against 18- 
vear-old Jack’ Munger, of Dallas, 
Texas, schoolboy star and son of a 
wealthy oil man, 

Munger sprang the day's second ma- 
jor surprise by taking the measure 
of the seasoned Jack Westland, of 
Chicago, 1931 runner-up, 3 and 1. 

Little’s semi-final opponent will be 
George T. Dunlap Jr., of New York, 
the slim Walker cup star who regis- 
tered the day’s only one-sided triumph 
by ousting Eddie Held, of New York, 
6 and 5, with a par-shooting exhibi- 
tion. Dunlap thus achieved the distinc- 
tion of reaching the semi-finals of both 
the British and American amateur 
championships within the same season. 


TODAY’S PLAY. . 

The semi-finals will start at 10 
a. m. (eastern standard time) tomor- 
row, giving the course a little extra 
time to recover from today’s downpour 
that soaked thousands of spectators, 
turned the course into something of 
a quagmire and held up the start of 
the afternoon play an hour. 

Of the quarter of home-breds left 
to flight for the title, Marston is the 
only one who has ever been this far 
in the tournament. Little and Dunlap, 
although they have been figuring in 
the championship for the past half- 
dozen years; never advanced beyond 
the quarter-finals before. Munger 
qualified this year for the first time 
and his chief claim to golfing fame 
thus far is that he captained the 
Hill school golf team at Pottstown, 
Pa., this season and captured the 
eastern scholastic title. 

There has been some remarkable 
golf played’*in this championship over 
a period of 37 years, but it is doubtful 
if any single day produced more sen- 
sational stuff than today’s quarter- 
finals. Three of the four matches 
were carried right down to the home 
stretch, with one going extra holes.

,007,000,000, the federal reserve 
board reported today, representing an 
increase of $33,000, compared 
with the preceding week and of $45.-

last year. 

For September 13, total reserve 
bank credit amounted to $2,357,000,- 
000, an increase of $27,000,000 for 
the week. This increase corresponds 
with an increase of $103,000, in 
member bank reserve balances and a 
decrease of $2,000, in monetary 
gold stock, offset in part by decrease 
of $46,000,000 in money in circulation 
and $21,000,000 in unexpended capital 
funds, non-member deposits, etc., and 
an increase of $10,000,000 in treasury 
currency adjusted.
